Sadat says Palestinians 
should opt for Hussein 


ASWAN (UPI). — President Anwar Sadat said yesterday that he and Presi- 
dent Carter have agreed on a solution to the Palestinian problem which the 
American leader will be passing on to Israel. 

In a television interview with the American network ABC, Sadat said a 
peace settlement would become closer if the Palestinian people chose King 
Hussein of Jordan as their leader. He said Hussein was coming to Cairo next 


week to discuss the issue. 


Sadat spoke one hour after talks at Aswan airport with Carter who stopped 
over on his way from Saudi Arabia to France. (see col. 4) 

Asked whether he and Carter had come up with a solution to the Palestinian 
question, the Egyptian leader said, ‘We have reached 2 solution today and for 
that (reason) I said our views were identical." 

He said the solution is based on self-determination for the Palestinians but 
gave no further details. But at another point in the interview, Sadat said his 
and Carter's positions on self-determination were not far apart even though 


they did not quite tally. 


He said he did not know whether the agreement would be acceptable to the 


Israelis.

Premier Menahem Begin however 
again flatly rejected self-determina- 
tion yesterday. "We don't beat 
around the bush,” he told newsmen 
in the Knesset. ‘‘The term self- 
determination, as it is understood in 
international law and practice, 
means a Palestinian state and we 
will net agree to such a mortal 
danger to Israel." 

“There are several million Mex- 
ican Americans living in the U.S. 
and they don't ask for the creation of 
a Mexican state on the border of 
Mexico and the U.S....What we are 
proposing in our plan would provide 
full autonomy for the Eretz Israel 
Arabs in every walk of life, and full 
security for Eretz Israel Jews. 

A Palestinian state, the 
Premier said, would be taken over 
by the PLO in no time and turned 
into a Soviet base. ‘Soviet artillery 
would be supplied to an Arafattan 
Palestinian state in a matter of days 
or weeks at most."’ He cited the ex- 
amples of Angola, Mozambique, 
Ethiopia and Libya to prove his 
point, 

Begin spoke shortly after talking 
with President Carter by radio- 
telephone following Carter's 
meeting with Sadat. But close aides 
stressed that the Premier's tough: 
remarks against self-determination 
were not connected with the phone- 
call from Carter. The subject had not 
even been raised in the conversation, 
they-said. 

Begin himself indicated, too, that 
Carter had not gone into specifics, 
promising a fuller report later 
through diplomatic channels. He had 
only conveyed to Begin the 
“friendship and admiration" in 
which Sadat held him. 

“And this feeling is reciprocal," 
Begin told the newsmen. The fact 
that he and Sadat had indeed struck 
up a warm mutual regard would 
doubtless “help the peacemaking 
process,"’ he added. 

Giving his own first assessment of 
the Aswan statements, Begin noted 
with satisfaction that neither Sadat 
nor Carter had spoken of a Palesti- 
‘nian state. 

(Carter has said he opposes B& 
state, but supports a “homeland” 
linked to Jordan. Sadat wants a state 
— though not necessarily at once — 
and also wants to see it linked with 
Jordan. Sadat had hoped to persuade 
Carter over to his viewpoint — and 
the fact that they did not issue a joint 
statement yesterday gave official 
sources here reason to hope and 
believe that he had not succeeded.) 

At the same time there was some 
discomfort here at Carter's choice of 


-phrase on the Palestinian issue, 


which seemed to show that the solu- 
tion he envisages would provide a 
good deal more independence for the 
Palestinians than Israel's self-rule 
plan allows for. Carter spoke of the 
need to recognize ‘'the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinian people,” us- 
ing again, as Washington did on Oc- 
tober 1 in its joint communique with 
the Soviets, the formula employed 
by the Arabs themselves. Carter's 
reference to the need “to enable the 
Palestinians to participate in the 
determination of their own future” 
was 8150 disconcerting to officials in 
Jerusalem — perhaps because of the 
use of the word ‘‘determination’’ in 
the Palestinian context.

While they were in 
the car someone approached and 
fired several shots through the 
driver's window. 

Both apparently left the car in an 
attempt to flee from the assailant;

Bar-Cohen was a bachelor who liv- 
ed with his mother and worked in 
Petah Tikva.

The director-general will be 
authorized to distribute this money 
to staff members as‘a bonus for ef- 
ficient work and high productivity. 

“The only condition is that he may 
not award any of this money through 
negotiations with a union,’’ Dr. 
‘Friedman explained. "ΟΣ course, he 
also will have the prerogative not to 
pay any bonuses whatsoever if he 
‘deems them undeserved." 

The Director-General's Fund, he 
pointed out, was designed as an in- 


strument to improve management 
functions in the civil service.

Three years jail 
for slashing 
wife’s face 


TEL AVIV (itim). — 4 Ramle man 
was yesterday sentenced to three 
years’ imprisonment at the District 
Court here for attacking his wife 
with a broken bottle and trying to 
stop her from testifying in court. 

George Masiawi, 32, had also been 
aecused of trying to force his wife 
into prostitution, but was acquitted 
of this charge for lack of sufficient 
evidence, The charge sheet said that 
Maslawi, who had been separated 
from his wife for two years before 
the attack, had met her in a Ramle 
cafe where he demanded that she 
work as 8 prostitute and give him 
her earnings. 

‘When his wife refused, Maslawi at- 
tacked her with a broken bottle, 
slashing her face and body. The wife 
complained to the police, but in a 
charge that was proved. Maslawi 
later threatened to murder her if she 
would not retract the complaint. 

Maslawi claimed in his defence 
that on the night of the attack he had 
been drunk and under the influence 
of drugs. During the trial, the wife 
announced that she was prepared to 
live with Maslawi again because she 
was convinced that he had stopped 
taking drugs. But Judge Menahem 
Dan said that with 20 criminal con- 
victions he had no choice but to jail 
the accused for three years plus a 
four-year suspended sentence.

Full-scale confrontation 
seen in Parrot’s Beak 


BANGKOK. — The smouldering 
border conflict between Vietnam 
and Cambodia appears to be edging 
toward a full-scale confrontation as 
the two Communist neighbours 
engage in battles along their border 
in the Parrot’s Beak area. 

A Cambodian spokesman has 


elaimed that Cambodian forces had ' 


contained the invading force, which 
allegedly involved severzl Viet- 
namese divisions. Hanoi, while call- 
ing for lions, acknowledged 
that it had retaliated ageinst earlier 
incursions of Cambodian forces into 
‘Vietnam and alleged atrocities com- 
mitted by Cambodian soldiers 
against Vietnamese civillans.

LONDON (AP). -- “Journalism is 
fast becoming one of the world's 
riskiest professions,’’ the Inter- 
national Press Institute said yester- 
day in its world press freedom 
review of 1977. 

The IPI, an organization of about 
2,000 editors and publishers in more 
than 60 countries, called for an inter- 
national campaign to win immunity 
for journalists from violent assault 
and harassment. 

The institute said in a 7,000-word 
report that 1977 brought:

During his year, at the American 
Institute, a chance assignment led 
him to make a relief map showing 
the ancient road systems of Israel, 
which he then donated to the school. 
Returning to the U.S., Fleming spent 
the next four years working towards 
a doctorate in education at 
Southwestern Baptist Theological 
Seminary (Fort Worth, Texas). He 
majored in philosophy of education 
and minored in Biblical archaeology 
and Biblical theology. 

From time to time requests would 
come fn for maps such 85 the one he 
had made for the American Institute 
and he began to wonder if these 
could be mass-produced. This led 
him to his doctoral thesis — 
Research, Development and 
Application of a Visual Aids System 
for Teaching Biblical-Historical 
Geography. . 

The next four years found him 
coming to Israel three times a year 
to work on his visual aids system. 
What he was able to develop was a” 

‘ process of mass-producing @ map 
(originally made from a rubber 
mould) from heavy plastic, similar 
to Samsonite luggage. 

Eventually he produced a large 
case, like an artist's portfolio, with a 
handie on one side and the relief map 
on the other. Inside the case are 
various educational aids to use with 
the map. 

The case was zold to 100 schools — 
(Christian and Jewish theological 


schools, state universities, church 
and synagogue schools). After six 
months a survey was taken to deter- 


: mine the effectiveness of the syatem. 


“These maps help students to un- 
@erstand the - meaningful 
relationship hetween geography and 
land, an identity with the peoplehood 
of Israel, and an empatheti¢ study of 
Torah," he says. a 

Fleming returned to Israel in 1974 
to teach Biblica) historical 
geography and archaeology at the 
American Institute, Since mid 1976 
he has spent his time developing the 
visual aid system for use in Israel. 
His strong belief in the value of his 
maps may be gauged by the fact that 
he has donated his time and the map 
base to the Ministry of Education 
and bas accepted payment only for 
the photographs. 

In addition to these maps, Jim hax 
made plaster map models for their 
archaeology section. Fleming is also 
showing his samples to schools, kib- 
butzim with museums, and univer- 
sities. 

His latest idea, suggested to the 
Jerusalem Municipality, 18 for ἃ 30- 
50 metre square map, to be located 
in ἃ park and on which people could 
walk. This size would be for teaching 
purposes since the teachers and 
students could Hterally ‘‘walk’’ on 
the land. 

Dr. Fleming is now hoping to 
organize 8 10-week teaching course, 
open to English-speaking 
Jerusalemites and visitors, on 
Biblical geography and archeology, 
using @ map auch as the one in the 
Plaza Hotel lobby. The course would 
then be inked with a Shabbat walk to 
places of geographical and 
archeological interest. 

He feels that there is a revival of 
interest among Christiana in the 
Jewish roots of Jesus and his 
followers and of Christianity as a 
whole. 

“TY identify with first century 
Christianity when most people who 
believed in Jesus were Jewish," he 
says. “I base my religious thinking 
on Biblical Christianity of the Second 
Temple period when Christianity 
was considered a sect of Judaism." 

Perhaps that is why James Flem- 
ing so greatly enjoys living and 
working in Israel, trying to take 
what is generally regarded ag 
abstract idea and making it concrete 
through visual aids for Biblical and 
historical studies.

Crossing the Atlantic cheaply 


NOW THAT foreign currency con- 
trols have been lifted here and the in- 
expensive Leker flights from London 
to New York are in operation, 
thousands of Israelis are likely to 
think of taking their next annual holi- 
day in the United States. 

I recently flew both ways by 
Laker, admittedly with some ep- 
prehension because of news reports 
aboht crowded planes and. 
passengers waiting for hours in line. 
It turned out not to be so bad. 

The biggest problem, I found, was 
in getting information about the 
flights. The travel agents here didn't 
know anything and the tourist infor- 
mation services in London weren't 
too helpful either. 

Finally, I found Laker listed in the 
London phone directory. They, in 
turn, referred me to their office at 
Gatwick Airport, the starting point 
of the flights. As the phone gulped 
10p. coins, I was given the following 
information: 

‘The fare from London to New York 
16 $100 (New York-London for some 
inexplicable reason is $135; no dis- 
count for round trip). In addition 
passengera can order and pay for 
meals to be served on board the 
plane. 

The snag, of course, is that the 
ticket can only be bought on the day 
of departure. The ticket sales office 
opens at 4.30 a.m. but I was assured 
that if I came “by lunchtime” I 
would get a seat on the flight leaving 
at 5.30 p.m.

just after the 1967 war,-the Con- 
dnuing Survey presented an un- 
labelled map of Israel and the 
neighbouring countries to each 
respondent, who was asked to point 
out where the Golan Heights were, 
where the Gaza Strip was, and 80 on. 
Most of the respondents were unable 
to do so. However, the respondents 
@id know that these were places 
relevant to Israel's defence. Family 
members and friends did Army ser- 
vice in these places and respondents 


were familiar with the place names. 


This is a good example of what 
goes into attitude formation. At- 
titudes can be developed consistent- 
ly without definitive information 
about the physical situation. It would 
not be correct to speak in such cases 
about ‘‘uninformed" attitudes. This 
is quite different from having no in- 
formation at all in forming an at- 
titude. Examples of the opposite con- 
dition are when visiting dignitaries 
from abroad are brought to the 
Golan Heights and are shown for the 
first time what the situation there 
means for Israel's defence. The im- 
pact of the visit may result in a 
change of attitude, because the per- 
son simply had no information at all

Another curious example of the tn- 
terrelationships between informa- 
tion and attitude comes from Israeli 
views on Jerusalem. As reported in a 
special study of the attitudes of 
‘Israéli.Jews towards the future of, 
Jerusalem:— the consexisus was that 
Jerusalem must remain the ‘capita! 
of Israel and undivided. When 
asked: ‘‘In the last 100 years, which 
religious group constituted a majori- 
ty in Jerusalem?"’, the vast majority 
of the respondents — including 
Jerusalemites — did not know the 
correct answer. Most said 
“Moslems"'; but Jews have been the 
majority in the holy city from the 
period when it was a small village. 
Despite their ignorance of this fact, 
Israelis do believe that never in re- 
cent history haa there been such 
freedom of religion in Jerusalem as 
there exists today. 

Geographically informed or unin- 
formed, the vast majority of Israelis 
still do not believe that there is much 
connection between returning 
territories and attaining peace. This 
holds for those who are willing to 
relinquish territories and those who 
are not. 

What, then, are Begin's prospects 
of winning widespread Israeli sup- 
port for his plans to set up an 
autonomous Arab administration in 
Judea and Samaria? From the pre- 
sent data and from previous replies 
on related questions, it does not 
seem that obtaining such a consen- 
sus will be an easy task.

Beta 
Auriga is a pair of stara, which 
revolve around a common centre, 
eclipsing each other every four days.

The 
entire area within the pentagon is 
loaded with star clusters; especially 
beautiful are M37 and M38. Just

magnitude stars, forming a triangle 
called “‘the kida.” .

She-goat which suckled Jupiter. It 
seems that Jupiter, in play, broke off 
one of the goat’s horns.

HOWEVER, THOSE WHO believe 
that tt is possible to make political 
capital of foreign policy issues and 
decisions on the administered 
territories are doomed to be disap- 
pointed. Since the establishment of 
the State, the Israeli public has 
systematically backed the govern- 
ment in power on such matters. On 
almost every occasion, over 80 per 
cent — regardless of party affiliation 
— have supported the government's 
stand and actions after the fact. For 
instance, the first armistice agree- 
ment with Egypt in Rhodes in 1949 
‘was supported by 80 per cent of the 
Israeli population. The same large 
majority supported the various steps 


taken after the Yom Kippur war: the . 


separation-of-forces agreements 
with Egypt and with Syria; the par- 
dial withdrawal from Sinat; going to 
Geneva. 


The same large majority supports 
the present government's efforts, 
again without regard to political af- 
filiation. This country's 
governments never obtain the ma- 
jority at election day that they 
receive in favour of their foreign 
policy. It was the poor handling of 
domestic affairs that led to the 
Alignment’s defeat in May. 

The latest data show that, while 
town and country have the same 
perspective on foreign affairs in 
general, and on the territories in par- 
ticular, there is a substantial 
difference between them in political 
leanings. In anawering the question; 
“If elections were held for the 
Knesset today,. for which party 
would you vote?" the citizens of the 
smaller places are a bit more certain

Thus we were offered earphones 
for the film, soft and alcoholic 
drinks. This was followed by the bot 
meal ($3), one of the worst it has 
ever been my fate to be served, 
either in the air or on the ground. It 
ended with coffee (sold to those who 
had not ordered the meal) and then 
the duty-free Mquor and cigarettes 
came around.

Over 80 per cent think the govern- 
ment is doing this job ‘‘very 
successfully"’ or ‘‘successfully."" 
Remarkable algo is the similarity in 
the assessments of the way the 
government is handling the coun- 
try’s economic problems: the split 
varies around 50-80 in each sector. 

In Israel, then, as far as the 
general public is concerned, 
divisions on foreign policy are in es- 
sence above party politics and 
relatively unrelated to internal af- 
fairs, which carry more weight at 
election time.

— Plans are now at an 
advanced stage to revamp Tei 
Aviv's Centra] Bus Station following. 
the Government's recent decision 
ποῖ to assist in Hnancing the comple- 
tion of the new bus station.

To date Egged has given its basic 
approval, subject to minor technica! 
changes. Later this month the Dan 
bus co-operative and represen- 
tatives of the ekerut taxi services, 
which operate near the bus station, 
will be asked for their comments. 

David Shifman, spokesman for the 
Municipality, confirmed that the 
changes are being worked on at the 
moment and are likely to be im- 
plemented in April. This will be sub- 
ject te the opening of some new 
roads in the area, including the one 
leading out of the city to Jerusalem. 

Dan spokesman Aaron Shani said 
that any improvément would be 
welcome and would be better for the 
travelling public. 

Rafi Rosenberg, public relations 
manager of Egged, said that private 
vehicles clutter the streets near the 
station and affect bus schedules, es- 
pecially at peak times and on Sun- 
days and Fridays. ‘‘Buses spend so 
much time waiting to get into the sta- 
tion that eventually they are late 
leaving for their destination,” he 


Rosenberg cited the ‘‘ilegal’’ 
sherut taxis, which don't have per- 
mission to park in the area, but 
which tout for business all the same, 
adding to the congestion.

Independent Liberals demise 


IT IS HARD to suppress a twinge of sentiment in considering the 
imminent disappearance of the Independent Liberal Party after 
close to 40 years on the political scene. But the writing has been 
on the wall ever since the May 17 elections, in which the party's 
Knesset faction, never larger than six, was reduced to one 
member. 

Party leader Gideon Hausner's proposal that he and the party 
join the coalition indicates that he, at least, has deciphered the 
writing. But such 2 step will most probably be followed, sooner 
or later, by the incorporation of most of what is left of the ILP in 
the Likud. 

Mr. Hausner is understandably not being offered a cabinet 
seat. (He could have had one had the ILP joined the coalition 
before the DMC did.) It is thus doubtful whether his — and his 
party’s — influence will increase measureably in the coalition 
as long as they are hesitant about taking the tina! step. In this, 
Mr. Hillel Seidel, formerly of the ILP, would seem to have 
shown the way. 

Mr. Hausner has concluded, rightly it seems, that the ILP has 
Uttle chance of recouping its fortunes in the next elections, and 
of again becoming a small but essential partner in any future 
government. This is not, however, only a reflection of a post- 
election doldrums. It is also a correct assessment of the ap- 
parent trend of party politics in the years to come. 

There was room for ἃ small party of the liberal centre as long 
as the political map was dominated by movement-type parties 
which were relatively clear as to what they stood for and where 
they differed. The gap between the large parties was usually 
wide enough to accommodate a moderate, middle-of-the-road 
alternative ofthe sort offered by the ΠΡ. 

Mr. Begiri's recent political about-face, while scandalizing 
many, if not most, of his Herut lieutenants, only suggests afresh 
that the large parties are now primarily interested in winning 
power and dividing the spoils — that is, if they are judged not by 
what they say they would do when given the chance, but by what 
they do once they are given it. 

Another sample of this emerging pattern has recently been 
provided by the Labour Alignment. The old style ideological 
politics remains intact only on the extreme fringe of the party 
map; it has become an untenable pose for the ILP in the centre. 

A system in which over 20 lists compete in every election and 
over a dozen make it into the Knesset, is self-defeating; and any 
reduction in the number of parties, is to be welcomed. There is, 
however, less comfort in the causes that have brought about the 
ILP's demise. 

In retrospect, there was some merit in our former ideological 
politics, conducted through movement parties. Even in the 
worst of times, it helped strike a balance between the natura! 
power drive of the political actors — and the need to formulate 
convincing answers to the question of t “power ἢ for what?" 

As our politics become ceritred more around personalities 8 and 
matters of style and less around issues, there is a growing 
danger that elections will become more susceptible to mass 
manipulation of the electorate; and that this new style of 
politics will grant a decided advantage to slick rather than 
thoughtful political leaders. 


‘Dulzin uncontested 


THE LABOUR PARTY has finally decided to bow out of the 

race for the post of Chairman of the Jewish Agency Executive. 

The winner, in an uncontested election at the coming Zionist 

Congress, will therefore be Mr. Arye Dulzin, currently the 
y's Treasurer, who is the Likud's candidate. 

The decision by the Labour leaders was, it is true, forced upon 
them by the refusal of party comrade Yitzhak Navon MK, the 
only likely candidate, to run for the office. This was perfectiy 
understandable. Higher mathematics are not needed to tell Mr. 
Navon he had very little chance against Mr. Dulzin, in the pre- 
sent political circumstances. 

For all that it was, in itself, the right decision. It confirmed 
the principle, established during Labour's long reign in the 
State and in the Zionist Movement, that the Chairman of the 
World Zionist Organization/Jewish Agency should be of the 
same political hue as Israel's Prime Minister. 

Labour's decision should, of course, have been made much 
earlier. By waiting so long, it has made it possible for Mr. 
Dulzin to contend, if he wishes, that he owes Labour little when 
it comes to places in the Executive. 

However, there is every reason to believe that Mr. Duizin, 
seeking to raise the quality of Zionist leadership, will not be 
guided by narrow calculations of party, and will form an Eix- 
ecutive reflecting a broad political hase.

The approval of outsiders may be important, but seeking 


it may prove dangerous to Israel and to- Egypt, writes 
PATRICK COSGRAVE. 


“EGYPT.” Napoleon once said, ‘is 
the most important country.” If the 
truth of his generalization was ever 
im doubt, that doubt must have been 
set at rest — at Jeast for Israelis —in 
the weeks since President Sadat's 
visit to Jerusalem. The virtually 
tangible sense of relief, at the fact 
that Arabs and Jews are at last at 
least talking to one another, is cer- 
tainly the dominant political fact in 
Israel today; and wherever I have 
gone in the last fortnight, conversa- 

tion rapidly turned to past, present, 
and future negotiations between 
Cairo and the Governmert of the 
State of Israel. The rest of the world, 
however, is, 50 to speak, invited to a 
ringside seat in those negotiations, 
and therein, in my view, Hes a 
danger for Israel and Egypt alike. 


To put the matter bluntly, 
whatever agreement or partial 
agreement Israel] and Egypt arrive 
at is none of our business. For those 
few traumatic weeks since President 
Sadat stood at the Knesset rostrum 
both he and Mr. Begin have gone out 
of their way to keep the U.S. and — 

th Britain — the European 
powers up to date with their 
deliberations. Mr. Sadat has talked 
to umpteen American television 
journalists. Mr. Begin has made an 
unexpected visit to Washington. He 
stopped off in London on his way 
back, and he received M. Poncet, 
President Giscard's emissary, 
there.

Sir, — As one of ‘those who love 
trains" (Postacripta, December 21), 
T think it only fair, in the name of 
historical accuracy, to clear up one 
or two misconceptions. 

Alexander Zvielli will be ἃ most 
fortmate man if he ever hears the 
sound of a whistle once again on any 
Cairo-bound train.. Israel Railways 
have been fully converted to diesels 
since early in 1959, and as far asIam 
aware, the Egyptian State Railways 
do not operate steam engines any 
longer. 


There was never-a direct Beirut- 
Cairo public railway service. The 
line through Rosh Hanikra to Beirut 
was opened in 1942 as a wartime 
measure, and the few passenger 
trains run were for military per- 
sonnel only. The railway itself 
became a casualty of the intensified 
strife preceding the establishment of 
Israel and was cut at the Lebanese 
border. 


Previous to the building of this 
line, the passenger to Cairo had the 
choice of @ road contract service 
from Beirut to Haifa, where he 
changed to the Cairo “‘express"’ 
(courtesy title only); or he could go 
the long way round by train to 
Damescus and thence to Haifa, 
before continuing his journey to 


Hither way, he needed a great deal 
of patience and fortitude and would 
certainly not be impressed by either 
the standards of maintenance or 
punctuality, The Cairo run and the 
Trans-Siberian route definitely had 
one thing in common, both being 
about as exciting as an endurance 
test. Interminabie stretches of 
desert or steppes and foreats can be 
very wearying.
